Whole legions covered with hard-

lava from past 
eruptions have 


been torn open by the freemen t earth 
shocks. 
Many of these have been ot 


great violence, and the peasants fear 
a repetition of the Messina disaster. 


Sixteen new fissures have opened on 


Mt. Etna, and from the two nearest 
the base ot the volcano a great stream 
oi lava issues. 


Linguaglossa and Randazzo, to the 


noi thwest, are on elevations, and are 
not threatened by the flow ot lava, 
though storms ot ashes beat upon 
them. 


The residents, however, are panic- 


stricken and have deserted the towns. 


The eaith shocks continue. The river 


of lava has invaded the centuries-old 
forests ot laich and pine, and appeals 
about to destroy the beautiful vine- 
yards and nutwoods.

The Voice of a Cough. 


,O some extent, the less one thinks of his health, the better; for one 


can worry himself Into his grave. 
But it isn't wise to disregard 


altogether, the warnings nature may give that something has gone 
wrong with her machinery; for in this case a disease may become 


fastened upon one so hard and fast, that It is serious work and expense 
to shake it off. 


One of nature's danger signals that should be heeded is a cough. In 


a recent table of statistics of the causes of death throughout tho country, 
tuberculosis led. 
One person in every eleven of our population died of 


this dread disease. This is getting rather close. Count eleven of the people 
around you, including your own family, and the circle is not very large. 
One of these eleven, statistically speaking, will become a tuberculosis victim. 


Not every cough means consumption. 
But undoubtedly every case of 


consumption begins with a cough. So a cough is not to be despised. And 
whether the road from cough to consumption is to bo traveled or not, 
depends to a large extent upon the victim. 


When a cough lifts Its warning voice, it should be listened to. 
"It 


is only a cold," most people say, and give no further heed to it. It may 
be only a cold, and, in the course of a few weeks, cure itself and disappear. 
If it does, well and good; the danger is over and done with. 


But if It lingers, if ever so slightly, it should not be neglected. 
This 


Is the time when its warning voice should be most heeded. 
It need not 


be necessary to take medicine to cure it. Fresh air la ono of tho best 
fighters of a cough that can be engaged. If the person whose cough hangs on 
will give five minutes a day to deep breathing of fresh pure air, he will 
probably vanquish the cough in no time. He should take the deep, abdominal 
breaths that reach the bottom of the lungs, not merely the kind that only 
reach the collar bone or a little below. 


This treatment of a cough at Its very Inception will probably cure it. 


If not, more rigorous measures should be taken. The diet should be looked 
to, and it should be made as nutritious and of as easily assimilated a nature 
as' possible. 
An open-air sleeping room should be provided. 
Tho matter 


is entirely too serious not to go seriously into the campaign of fighting it 


But tho chief thing to do is to begin early. Take the cough while it la 


yet a weakling. It is an enemy to health. It is an invader. It doesn't be- 
long to the physical system. Oust it then, before it has secured a foothold. 


And the season is ahead when coughs and colds are prevalent. 
So 


one needs to be on his guard, and capture and evict the Invader at his very 
first appearance.

CONSTITUTION OF 


OHIO TO BE REVISED 
i 


After a life of sixty years, the pres- 


ent constitution of Ohio is to be re- 
vised. The delegates to do this work 
will be elected on the seventh of No- 
vember. 
They are placed in nomina- 


tion directly by petition. 
Each peti- 


tion must have not less than two per 
cent of the votes of the county. All 
nominating petitions must he filed by 
the seventh of October. 


Names of candidates are printed on 


separate ballots, 
without 
party em- 


blems. 


Each party has the Fame number of 


delegates in the convention as it has 
members in the lower house of repre- 
sentatives,. Delegates receive the same 
salary as members of the legislature.

TURNS SOCIALIST 


London, 
Nov. 13.—Baron 
Maurice 


Arnold De Forest, adopted son 
and 


heir of the late Baron Hirsch, the fam- 
ous financier, has turned socialist. De 
Forest, an Austrian by birth, but a 
naturalized British subject, is one of 
the richest men in England, owning 
practically the whole of the county ot 
Lancashire. 


He has announced his change of po- 


litical faith in a newspaper controver- 
sy which he has been carrying on with 
the Duke of Bedford, wlio owns enor- 
mous estates in rural England 
and 


valuable land in London. 


The controversy grew out of a speech 


made by the baron 
during a recent 


special election at West Ham, a sub- 
urb of London, for workingmen, who 
elected the baron to represent them in 
!he House of Commons. He charged 
that the Duke of Bedford owned 
the 


slum property in London where 
the 


tenants lived in abject poverty and 
squalor because 
of 
the 
exorbitant 


rents charged by the owner. 


The duke denied that he owned any 


slum property at all, and threatened 
suit. 


"1 willingly accept his (the duke's) 


statement, 
and I do 
so 
the 
more 


readily becauSc this in no way effects 
the truth of the proposition T was at- 
tempting to establish in the course of 
my speech," replied Baron De Forest. 


He went on to attach the present 


land system "for which the Duke ot 
Bedford is not responsible but by which 
he prospers"—land monopoly. 


'The only 
solution," 
he 
declared, 


"lies in the 
common 
ownership oi 


economic rents." 


He aded that he himself derived ad- 


vantages from the 
present 
system 


"But I attack the system, although l» 
its abolition 1 stand to lose; the OuKe 
of Bedford defends it because hy its 
maintenance he stands to gain, I in- 
vite him to join mo in my attack upon 
the system."

Knglish detectives of Scotland Yard al- 
so are said to have sought Potter and 
his companions, who were

Potter, who was also

George W. Post, was wanted here on 
an idnictment for swindling, returned 
in the United States court in July, 1910, 
Potter and a 
companion, Edward 


Starkloff, also wanted in Philadelphia 
where they forfeited a $23,000 bond in 
the United States court a year ago. 


In view of this forfeiture and the

Candle Making In China. 


The 
manufacture 
of candles in 


China is no new thing. Years before 
the advent of the foreigner the na- 
tives made them by crude methods 
and used them in home and temple. 
Even today millions of candles are 
made by the old process of dipping, 
at which the old Chinese are very ex- 
pert. A mixture of tallow and custor 
oil is first prepared and the operator, 
placing a straw to serve as a wick 
betvceen each of his ten fingers, dips 
them into the preparation as many 
times as necessary to give the candles 
the desired thickness. After this they 
are set up on end against a board to 
harden and the straw wicks clipped 
to a proper length. The finished prod- 
uct burns well, gives a fair light, is 
consumed slowly, and, best of all. in 
native eyes, is very cheap. These can- 
dles are usually made by small fac- 
tories for sale to storekeepers, but 
many individuals still 
manufacture 


for family and temple use.
